Glass Known to Ancient Romans 


Recent discoveries in the ruins of 
Pompeii prove that the ancient Ro- 
mans used window glass; but for 
centuries the houses of our ances- 
tors were without window glass, the 
place of which was frequently sup- 
plied with waxed linen or oiled pa- 
per. At the end of the last century 
there were still men whose occupa- 
tion it was to paste oiled paper into 
window sashes.
